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Social Security Taxes ancf Inflation 


Events in Washington sometimes can be 


described only as defying belief. The latest 
case in point is the maneuvering within the 
Senate Finance Committee during the 
drafting of its recommendation for in- 
creases in Social Security benefits and 
taxes. 


At one point last week, a committee 


majority had lined up behind a recom- 
mendation for a S6.1 billion increase in 
annual taxes to support Social Security. 
Such an increase would have compared 
\\ith the $3.6 billion increase which was 
sent to the Senate late last week and the 
smaller increase which has passed the 
House. 


What was the reason for the commit- 


tee's original recommendation? Was it 
based on a judgment of what 
Social 


Security checks ought to be or on how 
much employes and their employers were 
able to pay in Social Security taxes? Not 
quite. 


The fact was that the S6.1 billion in 


taxes and the proposed schedule for 
placing increased benefits into effect would 
have proposed more money than was need- 
ed. But Sen. Russell Long of Louisiana, 
committee chairman, explained that the big 
Increase in Social Security taxes could 
become a replacement for President John- 
son's stalled 10 per cent income surtax. 
Either one could do the same job on 
putting a dsmper on inflation. Sen. Long 
explained.

Bernard Kilgore. who used his 
bent for finance and flair for 
lively writing to build the Wall 
Street Journal into a nationwide 
dailyl-for the general business 
community, died Tuesday at the 
age of 59.

president of the newspaper and 
of Dow Jones & Co. Inc.. which 
publishes the paper, and was 
elected chairman of the board 
of Dow Jones.

ing editor of the Wall Street 
Journal in 1940. it had a circula- 
tion of 30.000 and it had a repu- 
tation for stodginess although it 
was held in high regard in fi- 
nancial circles.

Kilgore joined the staff of the 


WSJ as a cop\ reader in New 
York when he was just out of 
DePauw University in 1929. At 
the age of 21. three months after 
he started with the paper, he 
was sent to San Francisco as 
nev%s editor of a West Coast edi- 
tion "They needed someone in 
a hurry, and I was just out of 
college and easy to ship." he re- 
called later. 


He quickly developed a knack 


of financial writing. In 1933. he 
went back to New York to write 
a column on financial trends 
Three years later, he was made 
head of the Wail Street Jour- 


nal's Washington bureau. 


There is an anecdote that 


President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, when asked by newsmen to 
explain a complicated Supreme 
Court decision, advised them to 
read Kilgore's story on the deci- 
sion in the Wall Street Journal. 


In addition to his WSJ work. 


Kilgore published six weekly 
newspapers in New Jersey—the 
Princeton Packet, the state's old- 
est weekly, and the Central 
Post, the Windsor-Heights Her- 
ald, the Franklin News-Record, 
the South Somerset News and 
the Manville News.

Dow Jones & Co Inc. publish- 


es Barren's magazine, the Na- 
tional Observer and Dow Jones 
books and operates the Dow- 
Jones News Service, in addition 
to publishing the Wall Street 
Journal. 


Kilgore. who was born in Al- 


bany. Ind.. Nov. 9. 1908. became 
vice president of Dow Jones & 
Co. Inc. in 1943 and was elevat- 
ed to the presidency in 1945. 


During the 10-year period aft- 


er World War II. the WSJ's cir- 
culation increased more than 
500 per cent under Kilgore's di- 
rection, the size of its staff more 
than doubled and the paper be- 
came national in scope. 


A Dallas edition was added to 


the New York and San Francis- 
co editions. Dow Jones bought 
the Chicago Journal of Com- 
merce in 1951 for more than 
S1.25 
million, and Kilgore went 


to Chicago to supervise redevel- 
opment of that paper.

crats long enough to clear the fi- 
nal hurdle and pass the bill 


In a series of votes Tuesday 


Democrats formed a solid phal- 
anx against GOP amendments 
designed to revise the bill as it 
came to the floor from the Edu- 
cation and Labor Committee. 


On a key proposal to strike 


from the committee bill a provi- 
sion putting Community Action 
agencies under state or local 
control the Republicans were 
crushed 205 to 111. On all votes, 
individual members were count- 
ed but not recorded. 


More Amendments 


Several more amendments re- 


main to be acted on before the 
bill faced a final vote. 


The last big worry for the 


bill's backers is a motion made 
available to Republicans just 
before the vote on passage is 
called for.

Diplomats, Military 
Called to White House 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Johnson has summoned his 
military and diplomatic leaders 
to a White House meeting on the 
Vietnam war—a war he says 
conid cut even deeper into his 
puhlic support.
